DEAN INGE’S ORITICISHS. 

Lecturing at the Royal Institution 
on “'Theooracy’”and ‘‘ The State In- 
visible,” Dean Ingo roid that men of 
high character either kept out of 
politics or were driven out of them. 
The two main features in modern his- 
tory, he declared, were the develop- 
mont of nationalism and the growth 
of individnal freedom, Nationaliam 
belonged to the nincteenth century 
It was not strong in the eighteenth 
century, and personally he thovght 
it. waa more superficial than was 
- usually supposed, although a vast 
amount of nonseuse had becu talked 
about it ainco 1914. Thera was 
nothing original in Prussisnism—it 
was carefully cupied from its in- 
ventor, Napoleon. It was impos- 
sible to define a nation except as 
a body of men who believed them- 
selves to be one. It was different 
from racialism. Nations were 
of mixed blood beyond tho possibility 
of disentanglement. The good old 
word pattiotiam was far more rational 
and intelligible. Small fanatical 
groups such as political faddists con- 
stituted one of the danges and 
difficulties of democratic government, 


OF all groups | Btates-were the-most" 
shameless in their conduct when thby 
acted as States, and to worship a 
State was to worship a demon who 
had not even the redeeming quality of 
deing intelligent. ‘Ihere was nothing 
peculiar or sacred abont a State. 
The position taken up by the State 
~ in trying to decide whether personal 
objections to copscription Were con- 
seien:ious or not, waa absurd and 
illogical. The State could etamine a 
man, but could not examine his heart. 
Might there not bo more oral courage 
in‘on onwilling rewuit who said he 
would“ rather be a cowsid than a 
corpse? When therafety and existence 
of the country was at stake the right 
of private judgment in oppusing the 
deliberately accepted policy of the 
Btate could nut be upheld. In these 
day. the clasa who paid most of the 
taxe- were deprived of repreecntution 
and systematically fleced by ail 
parties, Supposing the State was to 
exceed it- righta by prohibiting some 
perfectly harnlecs act such as the 
consumption o! alcoho!--was amug- 
gling justifiable? He was inclined to 
say “Ye,” and to think an act by 
the Btate of that kind was an im- 
pertinence, 
Proceccing, the Dean said the great 
issue before them was not that be 
. tween monsrchism and democracy, 
but between nativnolism and inter 
nationalim, “While we talk about 
making tho world safe for 
. demotracy,” he declared, ‘‘tho world 
has been girding iteelf ‘for a much 
grimmer issue.”
